livered by Dr. Matt 9. Hughes, pastor I 
of the First Methodist church of Pasa-1 
dena.' He spoke from' the subject, I 
""The Uses of Knowledge." Bound up 
in the minds of. many men, he said, 
was a conglomeration of knowledge 
that would never be put to any ade- 
quate use. Bacon, years ago, evolved 
a saying, which has since become a 
common phrase, that "knowledge is 
power." Knowledge is not power, the 
speaker said, unless the knowledge is 
applied. Just as one may assemble 
the building material for a house, the 
stone and the br.ick in piles, one must 
(accumulate and acquire knowledge, 
but the stone and the brick are not 
louses, and will never become houses 
unless assembled into the building by 
nen who possess not only the know- 
edge of building, but the ability to 
pply it. He spoke of Matthew Ar- 


nold's story of the seeming desire on 
he part of humanity to connect "one 
ittle dismal town with another" by 
elegraph, by railroad train and other 
'acilities, in order that the dismal 
,hings of one town might be imparted 
to the dismal people of another town. 


The use of knowledge is in widen- 


ng one's vision of life, the speaker 
said. The most pitiable thing about 
the ignorant, is the fact of their nar- 
row outlook upon life; that they are 
not able to see anything in the com- 
mon things of life excepting the com- 
mon thing for which it stood, and 
never to understand or enjoy the thou- 
sand associations that cluster around 
every possible thing within the uni- 
verse. 


"Life is made up only of the things 


which you are alive to," he said. He 
went on to speak satirically of the so- 
ial gatherings in any city or town, 
where the hostess is at her wit's end 
to 
provide 
entertainment 
for

guests, because the guests "brought 
nothing in their minds with which to 
entertain themselves or the assembled 
company.

The 
general manager of the Pacific Elec- 
tric, together with a number of his 
subordinates, and big officials of the 
Southern Pacific, spent one entire day 
with the grand jury and with Com- 
missioner Eshelman, looking over the 
scenes of the accidents on the Whit- 
tier and Covina lines'. No such prompt 
action has ever before been forthcom- 
ing from railroad officials. Although 
Governor Johnson has given no opin- 
ion regarding the letter which he re- 
ceived from the grand jury, his action 
in turning it immediately over to -the 
railroad commissioner means that he 
4s heartily in sympathy with the move- 
ment for protection 
at these grade 


crossings. 


The accident at Azusa avenue on 


Sunday is at the same spot where 
Prof. Fitzgerald of the Covina high 
school was killed several years ago, 
and several narrow escapes have been 
experienced at this place. While the 
citizens generally feel that the auto- 
mobile driver must use more care in 
going across these intersections, it is 
also felt that adequate signals should 
be placed at each intersection, that 
will make it practically impossible 
for a team, automobile or pedestrian 
to cross without full warning.

cessfully Operated On For Pe-

from one of the most peculiar cases 
which the physicians and surgeons 
have ever met with in the annals of 
the profession, Earl Gant, the nine 
years old son of Mr. and.Mrs. A. G. 
Gant, has been relieved of three metal 
discs, which had lodged in his throat, 
and the Idasi now on the road to re- 
covery.

r.f the righteous can go without challenge. 
"We. of the south, now 


own a part of your city, as it is the accepted site for the exposition 
which is to represent the state in the eyes of the visiting and reading 
world. 
Gentlemen of San Francisco, you have got to clean up that 


city, and do it within a reasonably short time, or the south will with- 
draw its support. 
It is high lime that an honest threat is uttered. 


Tn all the pitiable history of graft in municipal affairs in the United 


States, San Francisco stands out high and disdainful, as the most 
crudely rotten of them all. Not even Philadelphia had the courage to 
deal so openly. 
New York city has never altogether lost sight of
